1. Developments in the Intelligence fleld in Austria are a 
matter of prlmary Interest to ODBXIM slnce many of their operatlons 
are dopendent on lineo extending through Austria. Tho fact that the 
US agonclos hnve sponoorod the growth ond reestabllshmont in Austria 
of elements of the ]^HA which are inimlcal to Dr. Schneider and hls 
proiect has long been a subjact that prompte most vehement reactions 
fron Schneider* He partlcularly deplores the support that has been 

f lven to Dr* Wilhelm inOETIJL uhom he considers to be a man of such 
ow- oharaeter^ aod'^odr 'polftioal record that hls use for Intelllgenee 
activltles. regardless of how profitable they may be, is a short- 
sighted poiloy by the US.

The Situation ln Austria is charaoterised hy the fact 
that sereral groups are öpejrating there in the field of 
intelligenoe actlYlUes (see Annex !)• Some of theee groupe 

? ur8ue the aim of eventually heing incorporated Into the 
S of ä futore Auetrlan Federal Republio* The varlous Al- 
lled Intelligence Services* i*e*, «xe American* Prench, and 
British* oooperate with eome of theee individual groups and 
’ are eq.ually Interested in the solution of thls question*. 
particularly in seouring themselves the predoz&lneuit in- 
fluenoe on the futore. Aus trian IS* 

Politioally -the Austrlain Situation le characterised. by 
the faot that a peaoe treaty is unlikely to be forthcomingy 
unlesa the Allies are willig to aocept demands of the 
Soviets whioh would allow them to peno träte the entlre 
Aua trian area with the alm to bring about the establiah- 
ment of a Comnunlst reglme* The Aus trian Government ln 
Vienna operatee within the Soviot orblt* There oan be no 
doubt that It Is tb.e goal of the. Sovieta to eelzo upon the 
legal repreaentativea of the Aus trian (k>vernment* particular- 
ly Herr RENIIHR* President of Austria* at a propltious junot- 
ure* in Order to inltlate* under pressure* ä **legal** oon- 
Version of the Aus trian State into a Communis t reglme* 

Presumably tho present trend will cöme to a oertain

The prohlem takes on. an eren moro oompll^ated 
aspeot sinoe -three of the sroups» i.e-, those of HOETp, 
UrSaij-RAIWER, and saafiöBB=J/)0§ , originated trom the Reichs- 
slcherheltshauptamt, SP, and are organised along the lljös 
of the direotives Issued hefore the end of the war by SS 
Oberfuehrer SCHELIBNBERG, and thus will probably not make 
Austriah and European Interests thoir primary goal. If a 
predoninant US inf luence io to bo oecured f rom tho very 
beginnipg, *the methodo of eithor eupporting individual or- 
ganisationa in such a way as to make then the nost effi— . 
cient of all| or Inducing the Auatrian Crovernaent offioial- 
ly or inofficially to back up ono of thooe graupa, are 
ruled out. Tho US influonoo io to bo oecured subtly and 
imporooptibly. Thio oon bost bo brought dbout by findlng 
a oolution» whioh would oliwinato an intornooino foud bot- 
wecn tho individual groupa by bringing thcra into line with 
One another. Thereforo, it oeomo advioable to choose a 
prooedure similar to that taken by induotry in making 
aeveral entez^risea cooperate olong a oommon line with a 
View to eliminate a fight agalnst each other. For this 
purpose it is auggested to establish a oonunon platform for 
all the major groups operating in the f leid of Intelligence 
aotivities in Austria in the form of an "inner circle" so 
to apeak. In this reapeot, it ia of deoiaive importance 
that the leadership of thlS "inner circle" ohould be en- 
truated to a man who both fits the inten tiona pureued by 
US and enjpya such a reputatlon in the oountry itaelf that* 
he would ^ualify himaelf for the leadlng post within the 
Auatrian IS. The repreaentatlve of the individual groupe 
to be delegated into this "inner cirole** would have to be 
seleoted in auch a way as to guarantee a majority in the 
senae dealred by ua at all timea. The forme r General 
LAHOüSER aeems best cuallfled for this mission. Prior to 
the "Anschluss" /I^AHC uS^) he Id a leadlng poaltion in the 
Auatrian IS. laxer ^n> Be becaae the ohlef of Department 
II of the German ZS, and now livea under Prenoh proteotion 
ln the Trench Zone of Austria* LAHOUSEH also enjoys the 
neoeeaary reputatlon anong Auatrian mllitary ciroles. 

. It would not bo adviaable to delegate tho* ohief of 
our own Auatrian Organisation into this "inner circle" in 
Order to withhold froa the other groups, aa far aa poaaible, 
any knowledge of hla activitiea. He would best be repre- 
aented ln the "inner oizde" by one or two »qualified oo- 
workere of his Organization, whose affiliatlons must, of 
ooupse, be kept secret. Herr^lIKERrwould be ready to 
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f unotlon , ^to^ ftAher with tbe Amarloan gentleman aeaociated 

QfflQlal exponent of the US, and he would, 
furthermore, be wllllng - if that should be neceseary and 
feaaibXe, - to apply for the prere^uleite emlgratlon papera. 

In View of the four-powor oontrol in Xuatria and the 
exlotlng' International agreement, an official oooperation 
-'öf thlo Overall IS orgaxileatlon with lllled or Auatrian i 
govemment agenoiea la out of queation, but a olandeatine 
and narrow eontaot with individual, roliable repreaentatlvea 
of the Auatrian Government, auch aa RSKITER, Ireaident of 
|,the Pederal Bepublio, c&n well be maintainod« 

ln Order to be in ä poeition to exerolae influence 
through the "inner olrcle" and to ainploy it as a valuable 
aouroe of Infomation, a limltod financial eupport of it 
ia Indiaponoable» If, for inotanoe, thia "inner cirole" 
would have at ite diapoool about 810,000 per.mbnth, thia 
eum would enablo it to oxoroiee a c.ortain control of Ito 
Intelligenoe aotivitiee by allooating Intel ligenoe mieeiona 
aeoordlngly*
